Tax Exemption Hike 
On Planning Board 


WASHINGTON < AP) — The 
Senate Finance Committee is 
taking up tax relief for individu­ 
als after weeks of struggling 
with more complex tax reform 
provisions. 
Sen. 
Albert 
Gore. 
D-Tenn., 
said he would push at today’s 
session for an increase in the 
personal exemption on the in­ 
come tax from the present $600 
to $1,000. 
This would cost the treasury 
about $12 billion and probably 
would provide greater tax relief 
than the panel would be wailing 
to grant. 
The present $600 exemption 
has been in effect for 21 years. 
Gore and a number of other sen­ 
ators argue it is completely in­ 
adequate in view of the rise in 
living costs. 
Opposed By GGP 
However, the Nixon adminis­ 
tration strongly opposes any in­ 
crease in the exemption. 
Gore said his plan would be to 
substitute a boost in the exemp­ 
tion for two features of the

‘Backroom Politicking ’ 
Charges Being Hurled 


LANSING (AP) — The Senate today moved a ma­ 
jor portion of Gov. William Milliken’s education reform 
program to the Appropriations Committee for study 
amid accusations of “backroom politicking:.” 
Among those measures sent to the Appropriations 
Committee was the billion-dollar school aid measure 
that puts up $25 million for parochiaid. 
The move came after a hastily called Senate Edu­ 
cation Committee meeting Tuesday, during which four 
bills — including the school aid measure — were re­ 
ported from committee without recommendation for 
passage. 
That means the bills were tabled until backers mus­ 
tered 20 votes in the 38-member chamber to order de­ 
bate. Two of those bills came off the table today with 
a bare 20-vote tally. The oilier two remained on the 
table. 
Two Republicans and one* 
Democratic c o m rn i 11 e e 
member voted out the bills. 
A Democrat who condemn­ 
ed what he called a “secret” 
meeting and one other Re­ 
publican were not present. 
“Democrats took a posi­ 
tion that they w e r e not 
willing to provide votes for 
anything until all the pack­ 
age was on the floor,” ex­ 
plained

Leader Emil Lockwood, R-

Now, he said, Democrats 
can’t say the bills are bot­ 
tled up.”

SAN PEDRO, Calif. (API — A 
huge crack in the earth 
at a 
clifftop 
residential 
viewsite 
opened wider today, tumbling 
an expensive home toward the 
Pacific Ocean. 
“The house is 30 feet down the 
cliff and still visibly moving,” 
said a police officer. “It went 
that far in just 15 minutes.” 
The fissure’s new expansion 
ripped out a water main at the 
edge of the block-long crack, 
two to three feet wide in places. 
Utility workers shut off water 
and electricity. 
Residents had been evacuated 
and officers kept spectators be­ 
hind safety lines. The fissure 
runs along scenic Paseo del Mar 
Drive at the top of a 200-foot 
cliff in this Los Angeles suburb. 
City authorities estimate six 
other oceanfront lots and homes 
were slipping toward the sea at 
an undetermined rate. Officials 
placed the seaward slippage at 
three-sixteenths of an inch per 
hour on Tuesday, but thought it 
had speeded up today. 
Another home of the seaward 
side of the opening was rated in 
precarious position. Three guest 
homes at other residential sites 
were given up for lost. 
Just a hairline crack at first, 
It caused little concern until it 
opened into a gaping 300-foot* 
long fig sura at dusk Sunday.

Volcano Erupts 


MANILA (AP) — The Taal 
volcano spewed smoke, ashes 
and small fragments in a series 
of weak eruptions today, and 
the 2,000 inhabitants of the is­ 
land around it were ordered to 
move to the mainland again.

Golda Looks Glum 
Israeli’s 71 - year - old prime 
minister looked glum

cating that her coalition of four 
Labor parties would lose its ma­ 
jority in the 120-seat Knesset, or 
parliament. 
Returns from more than half 
of the 3,474 precincts indicated 
Labor would win about 58 seats, 
which would be a loss of five. 
The right-wing opposition Gahai 
party appeared to be winning 25 
seats tor a gain of three Minor 
parties were vying for the re­ 
maining seats.

House Speaker William Ryan, Detroit Demo­ 
crat, proposed the other day that the tax ex­ 
emptions for senior citizens in Michigan be in­ 
creased from present levels. Ryan would raise 
the property tax exemption to $3,500 of state 
equalized valuation and also allow senior citizens 
an annual income of up to $6,000. 
The immediate reaction to Ryan’s proposals 
is that ifs about time a realistic appraisal of the 
senior citizen’s limited income situation be in­ 
stituted, but before getting too anxious the Leg­ 
islature should be cautious on the long-range im­ 
plications. 
Detroit News reporter Al Sander of th e 
newspaper’s Lansing bureau reports that “Mich­ 
igan governments are giving away hundreds of 
millions of dollars a year — without keeping any 
record of it.” Sander says “local governments 
in Michigan now levy taxes on real estate as­ 
sessed at $40 billion. Since assessments theo­ 
retically are set at 50 per cent of true cash value, 
this reflects values of up to $80 billion. And now 
there are hints that perhaps an equal amount of 
land is beyond the reach of proDerty taxes.” 
Sander says no one knows how much prop­ 
erty is tax exempt in Michigan — not the asses­ 
sors who are supposed to be setting valuations; 
not the governmental units whose very life de­ 
pends on the income from these taxes; not the 
institutions that own the exempt property, not 
even the Legislature . .

The problems of tax exempt lands becomes 
more acute because the Legislature is now faced 
with the prospect of increasing taxes to finance 
new programs, including the educational reform 
proposed by Gov. William Milliken. 
State Sen. Harry A. DeMaso, Battle Creek 
Republican, has been looking into the question 
of tax exemptions. He says property tax exemp­ 
tions originally were intended to help an indi­ 
vidual or organization perform a needed, praise­ 
worthy service, but that Michigan has since got­ 
ten into the habit of granting tax exemptions 
to certain types of organizations whether they 
needed them or not. 
DeMaso said the state has taken money 
away from local units of government and re­ 
placed it in only two cases — the senior citizens 
homestead tax exemption for which the state 
is paying local units some $23 million this year 
and the veterans homestead exemption which is 
costing $11 million. 
“As it is. I know' of no way to determine 
how much untaxed property is out there,” De­ 
Maso said. 
He did come up with a few interesting fig­ 
ures, however. Public lands alone are worth $9.3 
billion; federal buildings are worth an estimated 
$313 million; some $51 million in water pollu­ 
tion control devices are exempt from personal 
property taxes and some $550 million worth of 
fruit trees are exempt. 
DeMaso said the City of Battle Creek is 
now studying all land within its corporate limits 
and finding that “something between 33i/g per 
cent and 50 per cent is exempt from taxes.” 
San Francisco recently completed a similar study 
and found th at 54 per cent of the property with­ 
in its city limits was off the tax rolls for one 
reason or another.

What this means, of course, is that while 
some organizations and individuals are exempt 
from taxes, the persons who ara not exempt 
must pay more to finance state and local gov­ 
ernments. It’s only logical that if mort exemp­ 
tions are granted that someone is going to have 
to pay more to make up for the lost tax dollars. 
The concern for senior citizens, particularly 
those wrho must exist on fixed Social Security 
and pension checks in this time of inflation, is 
understandable. But what about the young fam­ 
ily trying to provide for its daily needs and yet 
make all the major purchases — home, furniture, 
appliances, automobile, etc. — necessary wrhen 
starting a homestead? Aren’t their problems 
equally as difficult in some instances? Yet there 
is no tax break there. Indeed, it is impossible to 
provide for the needs of a child on the $600 ex­ 
emption allowed by the federal government on 
income taxes. The state is a little more reason­ 
able at $1,200. 
There are dozens 
of instances where 
taxation is inequitable, both on individual and 
corporate levels. 
A federal tax bill is in the hearings stage 
in the Senate and although the bill is not the 
ultimate answer to the problem of equitable 
taxation its passage will help. 
As DeMaso indicates, however, the basic 
need is for a total review' of the entire tax struc­ 
ture at all levels of government. It would be a 
monumental chore, of course, but a piecemeal 
attempt at reform likely would be little better 
than the piecemeal method by which the tax 
codes were developed. 
It’s time to get the ball rolling.

Deception may be defined as 
the art of persuading your op­ 
ponent that a condition exists 
which actually does not, or per­ 
suading him that a condition 
does not exist which actually 
does. 
To be effective, a deceptive 
play does not need to be elab­ 
orate. In fact, the simpler the 
deception, the more likely it is 
to work, as this deal shows. 
East won the diamond lead 
with the queen and returned a 
trump. Declarer followed with 
the nine and West made the ab­ 
normal play of winning with the 
queen instead of the ten. 
West realized that his play of 
the queen could not affect his 
eventually scoring four trum p 
tricks, but he hoped to persuade 
South by the falsecard that 
East had the ten and that the 
trumps were therefore divided 
3-2. 
It was a simple but diabolical 
scheme and declarer, rightly or 
not, fell into the trap. He ruffed 
the diamond return at trick 
three and led back a trum p — 
at which point the roof suddenly 
caved in. 
Instead of going down two, 
which would have been South’s 
portion had he abandoned fur­ 
ther trum p leads, South wound 
up going down six! West won 
the trum p return with the ten, 
cashed the A-K. running de­ 
clarer out of trumps, and re­ 
turned a diamond. 
As a result the defenders 
scored four hearts and five dia­ 
monds to hold declarer to four 
tricks and defeat him 1,700 
points. On top of that, to add 
insult 
to 
injury, 
West 
also 
scored IOO honors! 
Probably South should not 
have swallowed the bait but 
settled for a two-trick defeat. 
Declarer’s course of play was 
much too dangerous and, at 
best, could save him only one 
trick if the trumps were actual­ 
ly divided 3-2. 
But this does not diminish 
the credit clearly due West for 
luring South to his doom, and 
he fully deserved the magnifi­ 
cent windfall that came his 
way.

Scores could be trapped in a 
massive pileup of humanity in 
case of fire. 
The big planks of the scaf­ 
fold 
rest on 
a 
two-by-four 
brace that would take precious 
minutes to move under ideal 
conditions. 
In an emergency 
among fearful people, the re­ 
sult would be disaster 
on the 
steps of the steel staircase built 
in a triangular area outside tile 
dome. 
"Even under 
ideal circum­ 
stances, that stairway is just a 
stairway,” said Lt. Glen Tan­ 
ner, of the Michigan’s State Po­ 
lice 
fire 
marshal's 
division. 
“It’s not much better than any 
other stairway.” 
Six Other Retreats 
There are six other retreats 
from fire on the fourth floor, 
four of them open 
stairways 
which would 
became “chim­ 
neys for the smoke and gasses 
as well as flame,” Tanner said. 
And there are two elevators,

T .ansiiyg 
Fire 
Marshal 
Philip 
Alber 
agreed would be 
the worst

Files bound for storage and

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Church Survey Hits Laxity Among Negroes 


DEARBORN (AP) — A church 
survey in an all-white 
area 
showed that most of those re­ 
sponding think Negroes should 
do more to help themselves and 
clergymen less preaching on 
civil rights. 
The survey consisted cf a de­ 
tailed questionnaire on attitudes 
toward Negroes on a number of 
subjects, ranging from housing 
to personal relations. 
It was mailed to each of the 
2.200 adult member? of D.vine 
Child Catholic Church in the De­ 
troit suburbs of Dearborn ani 
Dearborn Heights. More than 
one-third responded 
“ We really thought the results 
would be worse—that even more 
prejudice would be reflected — 
considering Dearborn’s image.” 
said Gilbert Donahue, a director 
of the survey. 
Dearborn has been the target 
of legal action by Michigan’s 
Civil Rights Commission, which 


(has accused Mayor Orville Hub­ 
bard and other officials with 
discriminatory practices. 
The survey was handled by 
the Divine Child Human Rela­ 
tions Council, and Msgr. Herbert 
jWeier, Divine Child pastor, said 
the questionnaire was sent out 
without his knowledge but that 
he approved its purposes. He 
said he was “ surprised that 
there was so much prejudice” 
(in his parish. 
“ I guess they just don’t talk 
about these things to me.” he 
added. 
Donahue explained that the 
council had been carrying on an 
educational program in the area, 
with 
guest 
speakers, 
for­ 
ums and discussions on racial 
issues and wanted to asses the 
results. 
“ We also thought that if we 
knew what the attitudes were, 
and could pinpoint the areas of 


'greatest concern, we could func­ 
tion mere efficiently and concen­ 
trate on those areas.” he added. 
Fifty-four per cent of those re­ 
sponding to the survey said they 
think laws and court decisions 
on civil rights have “gone too 
far” While 42 per cent believe 
recent efforts to promote full 
cml rights for all Americans 
have “ gone a little overboard.”

On the subject of schools 48 
per cent said they would wel­ 
come Negro students if they 
lived in the parish and 30 per 
cent would “ tolerate” hlack stu- 
: dents. 
Ten per cerat said they would 
resist and 12 per cent said they 
would fake their children out of 
school if black children were en­ 
rol1 ed. 
Replies to a question pertain­ 
ing to clergymen showed 84 per 
cent disapproved of priests or 
ministers taking part in protest

even disapproved of sermons osi 
the subject 
Only 43 per cent approved of 
clergymen preaching on civil 
rights. 
To a multiple-choice question 
on what Negroes need most the 
most frequently-chosen answer

phone calls, and attempted to 
entice him into an Illicit sexual 
relationship. 
Company lawyers contended 
Tuesday that the company was 
interested in its critic and mere­ 
ly wanted to know- more about 
him. 
Nader sought $7 million dam ­ 
ages for each af four separate 
causes of action: 
—That 
the 
investigation 
in 
states other than New- York vio­ 
lated his right af privacy. 
—That 
the 
investigation 
in 
New York violated his right of 
privacy. 
—That the entire investigation 
was reckless and caused him 
emotional distress. 
—That General Motors prev­ 
ented 
publication 
af 
articles 
critical af it and the automobile 
industry. 
The company has let stand 
the third cause of action—that 
the investigation was reckless 
—but seeks dismissal of the oth­ 
er three. 
The company’s 
motion has 
been denied in the State Su­ 
preme Court and its Appellate 
Division. If it is denied also in 
the high court, the case will re­ 
turn to the Supreme Court for 
trial.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Nixon has encouraged key 
administration officials, and ex­ 
perts to send him suggestions 
about his state of the Vietnam 
war policy speech. 
Sources say the result has 
been literally dozens of memos 
outlining recommendations and 
propostals for the Nov. 3 TV-ra-

appearance.

range from peace-making to 
war-making to truce-making to 
the shape of the post-Vietnam 
, world in Southeast Asia. 
But officials warn against ex­ 
pectations of any world shaking 
I pronouncements. 
While saying it is possible 
some of the ideas may be in­ 
cluded in the address, officials 
are worried the public may be 
expecting too much from the 
well-advertised speech.

Out Says Kelley 


UNIVERSITY CENTER (AP' 
Atty. Gen. Frank Kelley said 
Tuesday universities must foster 
and encourage and permit dis­ 
sent as an expression of free 
speech, but must appose those 
who seek to impose their view­ 
points through force and vio­ 
lence. 
The attorney general spoke at 
dedication ceremonies at Sagi­ 
naw Valley College at Universi­ 
ty Center, near Saginaw. 
“Dissent is neither alien nor 
unwelcome,” Kelley said, “It is 
natural, and there should be no 
more natural place for dissent 
than in a democracy, unless it 
be on a campus of a democra­ 
cy.” 
In recent months, however, 
Kelley said, there have been ex­ 
amples of students “who seek to 
impose their viewpoints upon 
university communities through 
force and violence, and who re­ 
fuse to give to others in that 
community the same right of 
freedom of speech and expres­ 
sions of views as they so vehe­ 
mently demand for themselves.” 
“This selfish and destructive 
tactic indicates a lack of under­ 
standing of the meaning of free­ 
dom 
of speech. Fortunately,” 
Kelley added, “It is utilized 
only by a small minority of the 
students; 
but the noise they 
make and the scene they repre­ 
sent to the concerned public 
magnifies 
their 
impact 
com­ 
pletely out of proportion of their 
importance.” 
Kelley 
praised 
the 
present 
generation for 
“an 
unprece­ 
dented maturity of judgment, an 
unparalleled awareness of the 
problems of our time, and an 
unmatched concern 
for 
their 
fellow m an.” 
“Certainly,” he 
said, “they 
evidence a greater awareness 
of the world about them than 
we. their fathers and grandfa­ 
thers, 
whose 
main 
collegiate 
concerns were the raccoon coat, 
swallowing goldfish and a bot­ 
tle of hootch.”

Both Sides Eye 


Synod Victory 


VATICAN CITY (AP) — Both 
the liberals and the conserva­ 
tives claim a measure of victory 
at the second Roman Catholic 
synod of bishops. 
Liberals, such as Belgium’s 
Leo Joseph Cardinal Suenens, 
pointed to the considerable new 
sharing in papal authority Pope 
Paul VI seems ready to concede 
to his church’s bishops. 
Conservatives, such as Jean 
Cardinal Danielou of France, 
cited the clear reaffirmation bv 
all 146 delegates of the absolute 
primacy of the Pope, his right 
to make the m ajor decisions tor 
the Church. 
Other synod members protest­ 
ed they could not understand 
this talk about “liberals vs. con­ 
servatives.” They viewed the 
synod as a great uniting assem­ 
bly molding Pope and bishops 
into a fraternal governing team. 
England’s John Cardinal Ilee- 
nan called the synod “a victory 
for common sense and toler­ 
ance.” 
In the formal closing session 
Monday, the Pope endorsed two 
key requests, that a synod meet 
every two years and that the 
synod’s secretariat function per­ 
manently in Rome. 
He also signaled broad ac­ 
ceptance of l l other proposals 
from th* bishops.

Big Business 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Thou­ 
sands of government employes 
turn out each year on taxpayer 
time to serve as White Hodse 
cheering 
sections 
when 
the 
President welcomes foreign vis­ 
itors or pins medals cm war 
heroes. 
This occurs on the average of 
once a month and means ab­ 
sences of about two hours each 
for 25 to 200 workers requested 
from each agency. 
Last week, according to White 
House sources, about 5,000 pass­ 
es were sent out to roundup a 
crowd to help President Nixon 
welcome the Shah of Iran. 
A t t e n d a n c e is arranged 
through quotas passed out to the 
agencies—from the Agriculture 
Department to White House it­ 
self. Officials say participation 
is voluntary and builds morale 
of government workers 
The quotas vary according to 
the type of ceremony and secu­ 
rity involved, and the red-carpet 
affair for the Shah was erne of 
the largest. 
No 
estimates 
on 
costs 
in 
man-hours 
lost from 
govern­ 
ment desks were available, but 
agency officials said an average 
of two hours tor each employee 
to go to the White House and re­ 
turn seemed reasonable. 
A Civil Service Commission 
spokesman 
said 
the 
average 
pay of career government em­ 
ployees here is about $4.80 per 
hour. Thus it could cost an aver­ 
age of $9,600 in wages for each 
two-hour ceremony attended by 
1,000 workers. 
Rounding up federal employes 
for audiences is not new in 
Washington although the White 
House cheering section is re­ 
cent. Officials say it began with 
President John F. Kennedy, ex­ 
panded under President Lyndon 
B. Johnson and now has been 
adopted by Nixon.

Congress Told 
Hospital Costs 
To Hit $100 Day 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Hos­ 
pital care costs probably will 
rise to nearly $100 
a day by 
1973, Congress has been told. 
A spokesman tor the Ameri­ 
can Hospital Association, testi­ 
fying before the House Ways 
and Means Committee, said the 
average daily cost of hospital 
care was $61.38 in 1968 and 
$67.59 tor 1969. The Associa­ 
tion’s projection shows this will 
rise to $98.37 by 1973, he said. 
The witness, Dr. George W. 
Graham, 
Schenectady, 
N.Y, 
president 
of 
the 
association, 
said the medicare program, as 
well as increasing salaries, gen­ 
erally higher costs and inflation 
all have added to the rise in hos­ 
pital charges to patients.

Illinois. 
Illinois Coach Jim Valek said 
“I think it is a shame if a team 
like Ohio Slate goes undefeated 
and ends up No. I and then 


cannot play in some kind of a 
bowl game. 
“I don’t think they should go 
to the Rose Bowl, but I sure 
would like to see them give Ten­ 
nessee or one of those teams a 
real thrill. Ohio State w o u l d 
show them a thing or two,” said 
Valek. 
Bill Reed, commissioner of the 
Big Ten, emphatically ruled out 
the possibility the conference 
! would give approval to a team 
going to any other than the Rose 
Bowl which he called an “ex­ 
ceptional situation hinged on the 
Big Ten’s no-repeat rule.”

Teachers Told 


Reform Won t 


KO Bargaining 


GRAND RAPIDS (API— Edu­ 
cation reform will not end bar­ 
gaining between teachers and 
local school districts, only shift 
it to a higher, possibly state 
level, Gov. William G. Milliken 
said today. 
“If my proposals are adopted, 
you are not going to see the end 
of bar gaining—far from it,” Mil­ 
liken said in a speech prepared 
for delivery to Michigan Associ­ 
ation of Elementary School Prin­ 
cipals “Bargaining cai most is­ 
sues will continue as usual.” 
Salary negotiations, he said 
would “tend to move to the re­ 
gional or even the state level.” 
The governor gave no predic­ 
tion of what impact such broad­ 
er negotiating might have on au­ 
tumnal school openings, but he 
predicted. ‘Teachers will have 
an additional incentive to re­ 
main rn the cities or rural areas 
instead 
of mogratii^ 
to the 
wealthier suburbs.” 
Speaking less than 24 hours 
after a Republican- dominated 
Senate 
Education 
Committee 
that refused to recommend four 
of his key reform bills, Milliken 
stressed the benefits to local dis­ 
tricts of his plan. His prepared 
remarks contained no reference 
to the Senate committee’s unex­ 
pected action. 
Greater state education re­ 
sponsibility, Milliken said, would 
mean “the federal government 
will have less cause to inject its 
own enormous power, and I 
might add, its enormous bureau­ 
cracy between the state and lo­ 
cal districts. 
Replying to criticism that his 
plan would usurp local control, 
Milliken said “many barriers 
prevent genuine local control 
from existing.” 
Where districts have too few 
students, too little tax base or 
outmoded 
assessment, 
“local 
control takes on an ironic mean­ 
ing: Control of .severely limited 
opportunities 
and 
restricted 
choices,” he said. 
Rather, 
Milliken 
contended, 
“'local control should be directed 
to the type of instruction pro­ 
vided, the selection of teachers 
and administrators, and to other 
factors that will improve what 
actually goes on in the class­ 
room.”
